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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . As a result of the response filed by the applicant(s) on 7/30/04, a restriction requirement 
is necessitated as follows. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 9, 10 and 26-28, drawn to electrically connecting a receiver 
substrate to a microchip to form an antenna, classified in class 29, subclass 601. 

II. Claim 29, drawn to providing and heating with a nonconductive precursor, 
classified in class 29, subclass 831. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions of Groups I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case, the invention of Group II has separate utility such as the 
use of a nonconductive precursor on the thermal transfer ribbon and heating the nonconductive 
precursor on the thermal transfer ribbon. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Newly submitted Claim 29 is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the reasons set forth above. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention 
(Group I), this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
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on the merits. Accordingly, claim 29 has been withdrawn from consideration as being directed 
to a non-elected invention.
